Applicant's proposed after Final amendment containing an explicit determination step to independent claim 1 has been been entered onto 
the record. This amendment is sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims under 35 USC 112, 2 nd as set forth in the previous Office 
action mailed 04/29/201 1 . 

All remaining rejections and objections are maintained for reasons of record. 

Claims 1 -3, 5-1 7, 1 9, and 41 -43 are rejected under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being anticipated by either of Collin et al. and Piotto et al. 
Applicants arguments filed 04/29/201 1 have been considered but are not persuasive. 

With regard to the rejection of claims under 35 USC 102(b), applicants argue that prior art does not teach the use of magnetic particles in 
two states, namely agglomerated and deagglomerated. 

In response, it is noted that the instant rejection expressly points to the prior art with regard to the use of magentic particles that exist in two 
different spin states. Further, the examienr refers applicants back to the instant rejection where coupled and decoupled spin states are 
discussed. It is further ntoed that, while applicant's are entitled to be their own lexicographer, the terms "agglomerated" and 
"deagglomerated" with respect to distinct states of magnetic particles are not terms of the art. The most reasonable interpretation of the 
instant terms of agglomerated and deagglomerated encompass the coupled and decoupled spin states of spin 1/2 magnetic particles. 
Applicant's have provided no evidence or teachings to the contrary. 

Therefore, the rejection ofclaims under 35 USC 102(b) is maintained for reasons already of record.
